“A very difficult problem for Orthodox Jews before the abolltltm of food rationing 
was the procurement of -the traditional Matsoth for the Jewish Holidays. This problem 
exists no laager i previously special Matxoth coupons ver^e issued to Jews throughout 
the country. The distribution of these coupons gives an| indirect Indication of the 
sii^ber of Orthodox Jews In Poland. It aiust be remembered, however, that the number 
iadlcated in the application for coupons wao slightly cxaggersted in order to obtain 
higher rations.
